Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 , 
programmes should be changed to programs ; 

Symbol "-" starting the lines in claim should be deleted. 

2. In claim 27, line 17, it is not clear " their " referencing to "packets" or "codes". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1 9,20,30,31 ,34-35 and 37-38 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as 
being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a 
previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to 
place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 
Claims 19,20,30,31,34-35 and 37-38 recite a medium and a signal being recited in the 
previous claims. For example, claim 19 recites a recording medium and claim 1 also 
recites a recording medium.
